in our arms. Now we send out 
more than sixteen thousand 
every week and it takes two 
trips for Uncle Jerry with his 
one horse wagon and about 
twenty or more mail bags to 
hold them. 

You will notice that the head- 
ing of the paper has been slight- 
ly changed, as well as the size 
and subscription...price, but it 
is the same paper and represents 
the same good old Church of 
God. Its messages. are more ex- 
tensive now, but the object is 
the same, 

It started out to advocate the 
full teaching of the Bible, mak- 
ing prominent repentance and 
conversion, sanctification and 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost, 
healing for the body and_ the 
coming of Jesus. It is still hold- 
ing to its original faith and 
practice. It is true to the trust, 
and true to its principle.

Tsinanfu, Shantung, China. 
Sept. 5, 1919. 
Dear Readers of the Evangel: 
Praise God for His continual 
love and mercy manifested to 
us. 


These past months have been 
very full and busy. There have 
been hard places, dark hours 
and trials of many kinds but, 
praise God who giveth us the 
victory through our Lord and 
Savior Jesus Christ. \ 


In April we telt it was the 
will of God for me to go forward 
and begin the opening of the 
work at Po Shan which had 


winter. We had been waiting for 
spring as the winters here are 
so bitter. My husband was to 
stay behind and try to make 
money to prepare us a house to 
live in, although it would be a 
mud house with perhaps a straw 
roof but we would need some 
wood doors:and glass windows 
so we could see to read and 
study. 


We also felt that we would 
leave our oldest son in school 
which cost us nearly fifty dol- 
lars per month. 


With all this expense my dear 
husband did not feel he could 
step out and trust God and go 
ahead. Perhaps he felt he could 
trust ,God, but sometimes Tiis 
children fail to obey His voice 
and to uphold our hands, there- 
fore we are not laborers togeth- 
er. with God. 

Il went ahead with the two 
younger children. It is not easy 
‘to do’ either, in this dark land, 
especially with little children 
and sickness and disease on ev- 
ery hand.

Shantung province is the 
most thickly settled place in 
China, more than six hundred 
people to the square mile. Just 
think of it, and they are almost 
entirely dependent upon the 
produce of their own vicinity 
for a livelihood. 


We are endeavoring to have 
our headquarters at the capital 
city and work from here in vari- 
ous directions. Besides this place 
as a home for the work, we have 
three open stations, ~ two 
evangelists and another who is 
studying his Bible to work for 
che Lord. We expect to take 
him as teacher for us and we 
will also give him instructions 
in the Word of God. There are 
some precious Christians at this 
oldest station and God seems 
pleased to bless the work a- 
mong them. 

This field was never more ripe 
for the gospel message than 
now. Just recently there has 
been an awful,plague of grass- 
hoppers and worms which have 
eaten the grain and much of 
the stalks which are used _ for 
fuel. 


Naturally the price of grain 
has greatly advanced and what 
will the poor people do? It 
seems that it is about all they 
can do to get along when crops 
are good. so the suffering will 
be intense this winter. But this 
is the best time to give them the 
gospel message _as quickly as 
possible and to as many as pos- 
sible. 


The best way we know to lo 
this is to use a tent. Crowds will 
gather to a tent, and now they 
will listen and believe. While in 
prayer a few days ago, I asked 
the Lord for a tent foy this work 
and I felt led to write you, dear 
ones, believing that you would 
be glad to have a part“in giv- 
ing this precious gospel to 
these dear souls who will be go- 
ing into eternity’so fast, and so 
many without Christ.
